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1.  Ibe  following  findings  and  conclusions  of  this  Center  are  sutenitted  to 
assist  you  in  preparing  a reply  either  to  the  FBI  or  directly  to  Source: 

a;  Ibere  is  no  report  of  any  UFO  or  unusual  airborne  object  from 


b.  To  be  able  to  give  details  of  small  rivets^  portholes  and  other 
odnute  details  of  the  large  space  ship  sketched  for  the  FBI,  supposes  that  Source 
must  have  observed  the  alleged  UPO  for  some  lengthy  period  of  time. 

e.  An  object  600«1000  feet  in  diameter  would  certainly  have  been 
noticed  by  many  units  or  persons,  airborne  or  on  the  gremnd,  and  certainly  would 
have  been  picked  up  by  radar.  No  radar  or  other  reports. 
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d.  Although  an  Air  Force  Coenand  uas  on  the  Island,  ve  question 

the  reason  vhy  Source  valted  tvo  (2)  years  before  reporting  the  Incident  to  the 
Air  Force,  and  again  (now)  eight  (6)  years  later. 

e.  ATIC  files  do  not  Indicate  any  correspondence  or  report  under 
Individuals  name. 


f.  Based  on  many  similar  reports  and  cases,  ve  are  of  the  opinion 
that  Source  is  somewhat  of  an  eccentric  (note  agents  report:  "someone 
stalking  him,"  and  Inference  of  "three-fourths  dead"),  and  with  strong  suggest- 
ions of  being  a publicity  seeker. 

2.  Due  to  the  many  varied  and  odd  cloud  fonoatioiu  found  over  the  Pacific, 
nuserous  UFO  reports  have  been  received  from  that  area.  It  Is  possible  that 
Source  may  have  observed  a rare  form  known  as  a "lenticular  -alto  cumulous", 
with  the  alleged  sighting  reported  as  described  as  result  of  an  over-active 
imagination,  desire  for  publicity  or  other  reasons.
